The retinue that attended him 
Into the park this morning at Gard- 
nler, Mont, was as numerous as the 
entourage of many an ancient king 
and there will be many witnesses at 
all times—even when he goes fishing. 


The president, however, will make 


the best of his two-day vacation in 
the park. 
Practically every minute 


of his time ha., been divided up by 
schedule, long in advance. Instead of 
just taking his rod and reel and fish- 
ing in a stream in solitude and con- 
tentment, he will be allowed to fish 
just so long and then he must ride in 
an automobile just so long, and see 
this and that natural wonder at a 
certain hour. 


The president's next speaking date 


is Spokane, where he will arrive July 
2. Last night he delivered an address 
on social justice, women and labor in 
Helena, Mont. 


He called on the nation to protect 


and preserve home and family life, to 
Strengthen the religious side and na- 
flonal life. He said both capital and 
labor had profiteered during the war, 
and declared that would be prevented 
should war ever come again, by the 
drafting Into national service of all 
resources of the nation.

the pontiff. 


While a spokesman at the Vatican 


lei it be known that the pope believes 
his letter 
was misinterpreted 
in 


French circles, there is a strong feel- 
ing that his efforts to remedy the sit- 
uation were not received in the spirit 
in which they were made. 


The Italian newspaper 
Messagero 


stated that the French 
ambassador 


Jonnart has been instructed 
from 


Paris to seek explanations 
at the 


Vatican. Jonnart, it is said, intends 
to inquire as to the motive of the 
pope in speaking for French ^evacua- 
tion of the Ruhr. 


The paper forsees that the Vatican 


will take the position that no denunci- 
ation of French political policy or ap- 
proval of the German position 
was 


made. 
The Vatican will reaffirm its 


stand 
that all interested 
parties 


should hasten the return to normality 
as suggested in previous papal docu- 
ments, the paper adds.

of the drug. 


"The instinct of self-preservation is 


the strongest one in life being even 
stronger than the re-productive in- 
stinct," said Dr. Breckenstadt. 


"Even tho Scopolamin reduces the 


functioning of the conscious mind, the 
sub-conscious mind protects the man 
against admissions which may destroy 
lis freedom or his life. 


"Under the influence of scopolamin

The figures show that of 


the -10.9 per cent, 24.7 are free from 
debt, and 16.2 are encumbered. 


Between 1890 and 1920 the average 


value of each of the 16.2 per cent —

mortgaged homes — in- 


creased from J3.250 to 54,938. The size 
of the mortgage increased from J1.293 
to $2,102. 


This would indicate that the mort- 


gaged home owner is going deeper 
into debt than before. The mortgages 
on. homes iu 1890 averaged 39.8 per 
cent of the value of the home; in 
it averaged 46.2 per cent. 


"The 
purchase of automobiles is 


said to be made in many cases out of 
funds raised by borrowing on security 
of the home," the institute comments 
in a bulletin. "Certainly, many home 
mortgages remain unpaid because the 
surplus funds have gone into the pur- 
chase of automobiles."

Every scrap that could be salvaged 
and made serviceable was used, even 
if it took me all day and sometimes 
long into the night to do so.

bank collects on this. 


The assessment will add

artistic professions. Probably one reason why I balk 
at poets Is because they have been overpraised. Keaa 
what the musical critics say about the musicians and 
the dramatic critics about the actors and playwrights 
and the other critics about the other sort of Produc- 
tions they are writing of, and you would th nk these 
were the most important tasks in the world, 
why 


don't we read such panegyrics of doctors lawyers, 
business men— those who do the real work of the world, 
that supply us with the ability to keep on working 
and enjoying things?
